Officials here consider that 
this does not square with the facts 
set forth m the official report of 
Lieut Com J J Hughes com 
mander of the Panay and in the 
formal findings of the naval court 
of inquiry which took testimony 
under oath regarding all circum-- 
stances surrounding the bombing 
and sinking of the gunboat and 
three Standard Oil steamers From 
this evidence officials m Washing 
ton believe the Japanese forces 
were fully informed of the Identity 
and location of the American ships 
and that the attack was inten 
tional 
The note makes no mention of 
charges in the Hughes report and 
the court of inquiry findings that

A committee of the state teach 
ers association that has been in 
vestigatmg the matter finds that 
n spite of all the agitation and 
discussion there has not only been 
no significant tax reduction in Ne 
braska during the last ten years

$17 743 000 in 1S33 34 In contrast 
state expenditures have more than 
doubled in that time 
going up 


from 15 millions to 31 millions 
For public education the state is 
paying but 65 cents now where 
ten years ago it was spending a

while state expenditures 
are 52 06 where they were a dollar 
a decade ago

century, in the days of- the "good" 
Queen Bess, there lived in England 
a gentleman of parts by the name 
of Nicholas Hill. Mr. Hill was a 
mathematician and poet, a philo- 
sopher and traveler. It is from his 
expense account that the 
above 


curious item was taken. 


John Aubrey, the biographei 


and gossiper, records the incident i 
in his "Brief Lives" (the language 
is Aubrey's): 


In his travells with his lord, (I 


forget whither Italy or Germany, 
but I thinke the former) a poor 
man begged him to give him a 
penny. 'A penny!' said Mr, Hill, 
'what dost say to ten pound?' 'Ah! 
Ten pound! {said the beggar) "that 
would make a man happy.' N. Hill 
gave him Immediately 10 11. and 
putt it downe upon account,—'Item, 
to a beggar ten pounds to make 
him happy.' 


Mr. Hill was by no means an 


ordinary giver. Approached for a 
penny which would have bought 
the recipient out one or two hot 
cross buns, and, at best, but tem- 
porarily assuaged his hunger, he 
did not hand over the penny and 
leave the man to bother other 
passersby. Nor did Mr. Hill attempt 
to ascertain what the man needed 
most in the way of food, shelter or 
clothing, and then proceed to pro- 
cure it for him. 


It was not for shoes, or a cloalf 


or lodging that the whimsically 
minded traveler 
gave the man 


money. It was to make him happy 
Not shoes, or clothes, or food, but 
for happiness. 


The difference between a penny 


and 10 pounds was some 9 pounds 
19 shillings and 11 pennies to Mr 
Hill. He never gave that a thought 
even tho a pound in those days had 
the purchasing power of some 25 
of our modern dollars. It was the 
difference to the man that mat-

THUMB SUCKING is & pretty 


common practice of tiny children. 
Too often It IB accepted as a pass- 
Ing habit and of little importance 
to the future welfare of the infant. 


At a recent medical meeting- the 


real meaning of this undesirable 
practice was strongly stated. Some 
of the doctors went further than 
I would. They contended that the 
habit leada to unsound sleep, faulty 


: eating; habits, restlessness and cry- 


ing: tantrums. 
JL few appeared to 
believe that thumb sucking may 
lead to bad behavior. 
, 


Many mothers neglect taking 
any steps to overcome this bad 
habit. Others resort to the use of 
tumb sucking: preventives 
and 


other devices. But in most in- 
stances the results are poor. 


All sorts of devices have been 


invented. One of them is so com-, 
plicated it must be inserted by a 
dentist or a physician. Many, of 
the children so treated have been 
cured of thumb sucking within a 
short period of time. Coaxing-, 
threatening:, insisting1 on wearing 
thumb covers and, the many other 
ways of ending this habit, may 
take a long time to bring about a 
cure. But it is a bad habit and 
should be ended. 


May Bring Deformity 


This practice may result in de^~ 


formity of the jaw. The teeth may 
be more or less displaced, as win 
be discovered when they cut, or 
soon after. 


Bear in mind that the health and 


happiness of the adult man or 
woman depend to a large extent 
on the type of habits acquired dur- 
ing early life. 
The necessity of 


forming right habits in early life 
is a matter of vital intportance and 
too frequently overlooked. "When- 
ever a child develops a faulty hab- 
it, begin at once to correct it. It 
is difficult to overcome only when 
disregarded for a long time. 


Do not imagine it is "cute" for 


baby to suck its thumb. Stop it at 
once and you will save yourself a 
lot of worry and anxiety.

in 1934 by Frank Walsh, New 
York lawyer who came here in 
Mooney's behalf. 


"A lawyer came here with an 
application," he said. "But 1 told 
him as long as the case was in 
the courts I would not act, so he 
did not file the application.

fairness to the people of California 
and to Mooney, I would have to 
give full consideration to a case 
of this kind before making a de- 
cision. I should not say I will par- 
don Mooney until the case has 
been before me for complete con- 
sideration."

Griffith's 
findings 
show 
that, 


whereas, in 1933 the average score 
vas 
fifteen 
points 
per 
game, 


n 1937 it had increased to 22. Over 
a similar period, the average scores 
of Western conference teams had 
ncreased from 14 to 18 points per 
ame. For the same five year span, 


scoring in the Pacific Coast confer- 
ence changed but little, averaging 
18 points in 1933 and 17 five sea- 
sons later. No check was made on 
;he free passing Southwestern con- 
ference teams, but it is believed 
scoring has increased more there 
than in, any other sector of' the 
country. 


Expect Few Rules Changes. 


As a result of Major Griffith's 


study,* it is doubted that propo- 
nents of the plans to place a curb 


the defensive side of football 


will receive much consideration 
from the rules committee. The 
matteV will be freely discussed at 
the Coaches' association meeting 


New Orleans next week, but 


few changes will be recommended. 
One of the minor changes that may 
be accepted will impose a penalty 
on a team deliberately kicking off 
out of bounds, to prevent a return, 
but otherwise it is believed the 
1938 rules will be substantially the 
same as those of 1937. Western 
conference coaches have voted to 
leave the rules alone, and in that 
they will have strong support from 
other sections.

I remember the 
first time Duquesne played Carne- 
gie Tech. Being in the same city 
made it easy for me to watch Car- 
negie several times before our en- 
counter. I noticed that Stcntz, the 
Carnegie center, never shot from 
outside 011 offense, a give away 
that he was not much at long dis- 
tance shooting.
